BOARD   OF    SELECTMEN   ANNUAL    REPORT  1984 


The   Board  of  Selectmen   reorganized     following   the   April  Town 
Meeting.      Jeanne  Hemenway,    after   a   very   successful   year   as  Chairman, 
insisted  upon  passing  that   office   on.      Steve   Berrien   is  now  Chairman; 
Joseph  A.    Wilhelm   III,    Clerk;    and   Jeanne  E.    Hemenway,   Welfare  Aqent. 
The  Board   assumed   the  duties   of  Veterans   Aqent   in  place  of  Charles 
Kellogg,   who   still   handles   the   paperwork   in  his   capacity   as  Town 
Clerk . 

The  Brassworks   Rehabilitation  Grant    for  work  on   the  Brass- 
works   is  being   repaid   to   the   Town.      Under   the   terms  of   the  grant  the 
Town   is   to   use   the   funds   to   loan   to   small   businesses  which  will  lo- 
cate  in   the  Brassworks.      The   first   such   loan  was   issued   in  February 
of  1985. 

The   Board   has   struggled  with   a   lengthy   series  of  dog  complaints. 
Basically,    too  many   dogs   are   running   loose   in   violation  of   the  town's 
restraining   order   while   loose   dogs   are   threatening  people,  attacking 
each  other   and,    sometimes,    killing  poultry.      Two  dogs  have  had   to  be 
destroyed.      Please  keep   your   dogs  secured. 

As   everyone   knows  Harry   Warner   retired   this   year   after   29  years 
as  our   Highway   Superintendent.      We   were   all   sorry   to   see  him  go  and 
know  that   replacing  his   sturdy   reliability   and  competence  would  be 
difficult.      Just   how  difficlut   we   have   already   learned,    as   our  ap- 
pointment  of  Donald  Lawton   for  December   1,    1984   turns   out   to  have 
been  an   interim  appointment.      He   resigned   in   late  February,  effective 
April   1,    1985.      His  short   but   vigorous   tenure  was  successful  from 
every   point   but   his   own;      he   decided  he   found   town  work   too  restric- 
tive  compared   to   being   self-employed.      By    the   time   of   Town  Meeting 
we  expect   to  have  named   a   replacement,    but  we  have  not   yet   done  so. 

The  Highway  Department   faced   a   hard  winter.      There  were  29 
storms,    20   of  which  were   snow  storms  with   accumulations  of  81"  of 
snow,    15  of  them  were    3 "or   more   and   required   plowing,    and  several 
repeated  plowings.      There  were   six    freezing  rain  storms  causing  heavv 
icing  and   repeated   sandings.      We   used   246   tons  of  salt   and  6,146  tons 
of  sand,    considerably  more   than   normal.      Heavy   Spring   rains  caused 
damage   to   several   roads.      We   asked   for   and   got   $13,000.00   in  storm 
damage  money   from  the  Commonwealth. 

We   shaped  and  graded   the  dirt   roads   twice   in   the   year   and  spread 
2,000   tons  of  gravel.      We   sealed   several   asphalt   roads-Nash  Hill  from 
the  end  of   the   new  work   to   the  end  and  the  whole  of  Hemenway  Road, 
plus  short   sections  on  Hyde     Hill   and  Petticoat   Hill   Roads.     We  also 
put   140   tons  of  bituminous   concrete   on  Kellogg  Rd. 

The  Nash  Hill   Project    is   completed  as   far   as  we  could  go.  We 
are  stopped  by   the   telephone  poles  which   the  company   has  promised  to 
move  but   has  not.

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BOARD   OF   HEALTH   ANNUAL   REPORT  1984 

The  workload   facing   the  Board   of  Health  has   increased  dra- 
matically.     The  Board  has  had   to  meet   weekly   during  December  1984 
and  January   1985.      Dye   testing   for   sewer   hook-up  has  continued. 
The   remaining   hook-up   problems   are  proving  more   difficlut   to  re- 
solve  than   the   earlier   cases.      We   will   continue   to  press   for  10055 
sewer   hook-up.      Potential   water   pollution  problems  have  taken 
hours  of  generally   unproductive   time.      The   animal    inspect or  has 
completed  numerous   inspections   and   filed   his   reports.      The  EDB 
contamination   issue  caused  many   hours   of  work   trying   to  trar1' 
down   tainted   lot   numbers   of   flour   and  processed  baking  products. 
Our   local   retailers   cooperated   fully   in   this  endeavor. 

The  Board  cooperated  in  an  interlocal  cooperation  feasibility 
study  for  sharing  a  health  agent  with  7  local  towns.  At  this  time 
no  shared  health  agent    is   possible   for  Williamsburg. 

The  Board  performed   its   routine   restaurant   and   store  inspec- 
tions.     We  utilized   the   expertise   of  Dr.    John  Herries  (former 
Board  member)    in   this   regard.      We   finally   had   a   concrete  slab 
placed   at   the   transfer   station   site.      We   will   endeavor   to  build 
recycling  bins   on   this   slab  during   the   spring  of  1985. 

We   remind   the  populace   that   dump   stickers   cost   $10.00  yearly 
and  are  available  in  July.      This   fee  serves  to   reduce  the  +/- 
$50,000.    per   year   cost   of  operating   our    Transfer   Station   and  Stump 
Dump.      We   further   remind   the  citizenry   that   our   Stump  Dump  is  to 
be  used  ONLY   for:    trees,    leaves,    brush,    garden  materials  and  wood 
products   (free   of  glass   and  nails)-N0  HOUSEHOLD   TRASH  ALLOWED. 
Please   sort   before  going   to  the   dump.      Try   to  help   us   run   a  good 
stump   dump   and   transfer  station. 

During   the   last   quarter   of   the   year   the  Board  began  nego- 
tiations with   Calduwood  Enterprises   to   renew  our   Transfer  Station 
Contract.      We  have   successfully   negotiated   a   5   year   contract  with 
Calduwood  which  will   be   signed  early   in  1985. 

The  Board   has   handled  numerous   rental   housing  complaints. 
The  Building   Inspector   and  Electrical    Inspector   must   be  aware  that 
CMR   105  410.000   to   end   is   a   recent   section   of   the   sanitary  code 
regarding   rental   housing   regulations   and  requirements. 

The  Board   acts   as   liason   for   the   Goshen  Ambulance  Service. 
We   fund   the  Public  Health  Nurse.      We   support   the   yearly    flu  vac- 
cination program   for   our   elderly.      We   invite   your   comments  and 
attendance  at   any   of  the  Board  Meetings.      Board  members  attended 
several   symposia   and  educational   programs   during   the   year  at- 
tempting  to   become  more   well    informed  on  changing   issues  within 
the   field  of  public  health. 

The  Board  has   resumed   its  policy   of  meeting  once   a  month  Dec. 
through  Mar. -the   last   Wed.    and   twice   a  month  Apr.    through  Nov.- 
2nd  and   last   Wed.      All   meetings   at   *:00P.M.      Meeting  notices  are 
posted  on   the   Town   Office  Bulletin  Board.

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PLANNING   BOARD   ANNUAL   REPORT  1984 


The   Board   has   had   a   very   busy   year.      A   proposed   ten-home  sub- 
division off  Ashfield  Road  took   up   a   large   fraction  of  our  meeting 
time    from  March   until    the   plan   was   approved   at   year's   end.  This 
is   only   the   second   subdivision   to   have   been   approved   since  the 
Planning  Board  came   into  existence.      The   Plannig  Board's  current 
members  are   lucky   to  have  had  a  chance   to  explore  subdivision 
approval   issues   in   connection   with   thes   relatively   small   and  sim- 
ple  proposal,    rather   than   a  more   ambitious   and   complicated  one. 
Given   the  present   development  boom  in  nearby   towns,    it  seems 
likely   that   the  near   future  may   bring  more   of  these  applications 
before   us   for   consideration.      The  Board  expects   to  update  Williams- 
burg's  Subdivision   Regulations   early   in  1985. 

The   early-spring   submission   of   the   preliminary  subdivision 
plan   diverted   the  Board's  attention   from  planning   a   summer  pro- 
ject  to   resolve  continuing  problems  with  house  numbering.  There 
is   much   legwork   to   be   done   tracking   down   all   of   these  problems 
more   than   the   Board   can   do.      At   year's   end   it   was   decided   to  seek 
help    from   the   Pioneer   Valley   Planning   Commission,    both   in  that 
field  work   and   in  correlating   the   house   numbers  with   street  lists, 
maps   and  other   existing   records   on   the   town's  computer.      Such  link- 
age would  greatly   streamline   a  number   of   tedious   tasks,    as  well  as 
making  all   the   recorded  data   far   easier   to   update   and  correct  than 
f  ormer 1 y . 

The  Planning  Board   and   the  Water   Commissioners  jointly  hired 
a   graduate   hydrogeology    student    to   make   a   study   of   the  town's 
ground  water   resources,    focusing  particularly   on   the  aguifer  which 
feeds   the   town   well   off   South   Street.      His   report   will  induce 
maps   and   descriptions   of   the   water   supplies   available   for  future 
public   and   private   use,    as   well    as   recommendations    for  protecting 
those   resources   from   c on t am i n a t i on - an   issue   many   other   towns  in 
Massachusetts   have  confronted   too   late.      We   look   forward   to  re- 
ceiving  his   report   in   summer   of  1985. 

Another   current   project,    undertaken   by   the   PVPC   at   the  Board's 
request ,    is   an   investigation   whether   there   are   steps   the  town 
should   take   to   protect   some   of   the   remaining   open   space   along  the 
Mill   River,    and   to   assure   a   future    for    farming   in  Williamsburg. 
Retaining  productive   farmland   is   an   issue   of  increasing  importance 
in   the   Pioneer   Valley,    and  Williamsburg's   farms   are   among   its  e- 
conomic   and  scenic  assets. 


In   the   fall,    the  Board  helped   refine   the   Selectmen's  pro- 
posal   for   an   amendment   to   the   Protective   By-Law   which   would  have 
clarified   administrative   procedures   considerably.      The   defeat  of 
this   amendment   at    Town   Meeting   was  disappointing. 

Membership   on   the   Board   has   changed   substantially.  1984 
opened   with   one   Planning   Board   seat   vacan.      Paul   Mock   was  appoint- 
ed  by   the   Selectmen   to    fill   that   vacancy   in   April.      In  October, 
John   Lancaster   and   Charlie   Wilkinson   resigned   to   devote   more  time 
to   personal   business,    and   soon   afterward   Lincoln   Fish   and  Paul 
Dunphy   were   appointed   to   succeed   them.      At   this   writing,  the 
Board   has   just   learned   of  Paul   Mock's   resignation   to   attend  to 
family   needs  .

The  Conservation  Commission,    as   appointed  by   your  Board,  trys 
to  hold  monthly   meetings   on   the   second   Thursday   of  each  month  at 
7:30P.M.    at   the   Town   Offices.      The   Commission   is   empowered  with 
the  administering  of  General   Law   131,    Section  40    (Wetland  Protec- 
tion Act)   within   the   Town   of  Williamsburg.      This   Act   pertains  to 
any   activities  within   a  wetland,    floodplain,    or   within   100  feet 
of  any   river   or   stream.      No  work   should   commence   in   any  wetland 
area  without   a  prior   filing   of  a  Notice   of   Intent   with   the  Con- 
servation Commission. 


During   1984,    the  commission  held   four   advertised  public 
hearings  dealing  with   two  paons,    a   river   crossing   and  a  Buffer  Zone 
alteration.      We   also  held  one  hearing  on  a  Reguest    for   a  Deter- 
mination,   and   attended   a  D.E.Q.E.    review  on   our   decision.  The 
Commission   issued  an  Order   of  Conditions   (permit)   on  each  of  the 
projects. 

The  Commission   inspected  several   sites   in   the   town  where  it 
was   to   tke  place  within   100   feet   of  a  wetland   resource  area.  Let- 
ters were   sent   out   with  conditions  when  necessary.      The  Commission 
also   receives  copies   of  all   Forest   Cutting   Plans   filed  with  D.E.M. 
and   reviews   them  to  determine   that   wetlands  will   not   be  damaged. 

The  Commission  has  copies   of   the  Wetland  Regulations  and  will 
make   them  available   to   interested   town   residents   upon  reguest.

The  Williamsburg  Fire  Department   answered  45   alarms   in  1984. 
They   are   as   follows;      8   grass   or   woodland,    8   chimney,    7  vehicle 
accedents,    4  mutual   aid   to   other   communities,    4   vehicle  fires, 
3  structure   fires,    3   alarm  malfunctions,    2   appliance  malfunction, 
and   6  miscel  lanious  . 

The   firefighters   at   the   South  Main   Street   station    in  Hayden- 
ville were  given   the   use   of  a  portion   of  the   second  story    in  the 
discontinued   town  office  building.      The   use   of   this   area   for  a 
training  and  meeting   room   is   a  welcome  move   from   the  basement  area 

The   town   owns   four    fire   apparatus,    two  of  which   are  front 
line   trucks.    The   front   line   trucks  were   purchased   in   1968  and 
1983.      The  back-up   trucks   were   purchased   in    1^61    and   1974.  To 
keep   the   front    line  equipment   current,    the   1968   truck   should  be 
replaced  at   20   years   old,    in  1988.

We   in  Williamsburg  Fire  Department   recognize   a  need  for 
equipment   that  we   don't   presently   have   to   initiate  an  attack  on 
a   large   fire   in   a   large  building  or  where  a   fire   in  one  building 
threatens   others  near  by.     We  must   also  update   the   self  contained 
breathing  apparatus  to  better  protect   the   firefighters  against 
hazardous   fumes  and  to  comply  with  a  change   in  the  law  requiring 
the   use   of  breathing  equipment   different   from  that  which  we  have. 

I   wish   to   thank   the   firefighters   and  officers  of  the 
Williamsburg  Fire  Department   for   their   dedication   to  the  town  and 
it's  Fire  Department,    the   time   they   give   for   parctices,  training 
and  maintenance  of  the   equipment   and  buildings. 

As   in  many   other  Fire  Departments   this  day   and  age,   we  have 
a  need   for   young  people  who  are  willing  to  give  the  time  needed 
to   be   an   active  member   of  the  Fire  Department.

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COUNCIL   ON   AGING   ANNUAL   REPORT  1984 


The   year   1984   was   one   of   continued   growth   for   the  Council 
on   Aging   and   the   Williamsburg   Regional   Senior  Center. 

The   Department   of  Elder   Affairs   awarded   the   Council   on  Aging 
a   grant   in   January   1984  which  was   combined  with   Town  appropria- 
tions  and   enabled   the   Council   to   hire   a   Director   to   work  with 
Helen   Kellogg,    the   Elder   Service   Corps   Volunteer.      Parmalee  Jones 
began   her   duties   in   August   by   applying    for   three   grants  available 
through   the   Department   of   Elder   Affairs   and   Highland   Valley  Elder 
Services.      Two   of   these   grants   will   be   used   for   increasing  the 
distribution   of   the   Council's   Hilltown   Newsletter   to   cover  all  six 
towns   served   by   the   Williamsburg   Regional   Senior   Center.      Some  of 
these   funds  will   also  go   to  Hilltown   Transportation,    Inc.,  a  vital 
service    for   Hilltown   elders.      The   mini-bus   has   been   available  to 
Williamsburg   Haydenville   elders   on   Mondays   and   Fridays,    with  the 
dispatching   done   by   Helen   Kellogg   at   the   Senior   Center.      The  third 
grant   applied   for   was   the   State   COA  Discretionary   Grant  which, 
when   awarded,    will   be   used   to   continue   the   Director's  position.

tance,   foot   and   blood   pressure   clinics   and   many   programs  featuring 
speakers   on   a   variety   of  educational   topics.      A   week-long  open 
house   was   held   in   October   1984,    and   programs   involving   the  Apple 
Tree   Nursery   School   teachers   and   pupils   were  begun. 

Our   Activities   Club   held   a   potluck   luncheon   in   May    for  Older 
Americans   Month   and   the   annual   Christmas   Party   was   a   great  success 
with   133   in   attendance.      The   Activities   Club   also   sponsored  a 
needle-work   class,    chair   caning   class,    pierced   and   cut  lampshade 
making,    bowling   and   a   monthly   birthday  party. 

The   Williamsburg   Travel   Club   offered   a   wide   variety   of  trips 
including   one   to   the   New   Orleans   World's   Fair   and   to   a  clambake 
in  Maine. 

The  Council  on  Aging  welcomed  two  new  members  in  1984:  Albert 
Mosher   Jr.    and  Marion  Warner. 

We   look    forward   to   continued   success   in   1985   and  heartily 
thank   all   of   those   individuals   who   contributed   their   time   and  ef- 
forts  toward   the   well-being   of   local  elders.

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TOWN  OF   WILLIAMSBURG,    SCHOOL   BUILDING  NEEDS  COMMITTEE 

BACKGROUND:      At   the  beginning   of   the   academic   year   1981-1982,  the 
school   committee   of   the   Town  decided,    that    in  order   to  conform  with 
Proposition   2£,    so-called,    that   the  Helen  E.    James   School   ought  to 
be   closed   and   all   of   the   grades  were   re-located   into   the  Anne  T. 
Dunphy   School   Building.      The  conseguences   of   the   decision  included 
the   conversion  of   the   cafeteria   into   two  classrooms   and   the  reduc- 
tion  of  the  gymnasium   into  a  combination  gymnasium  and  cafeteria. 

The   reduction   in   building   use  by   the   school   department  al- 
lowed  the   school   committee   to   reduce  not   only   its  building  main- 
tenance costs   but   also   allowed   it   to   reduce   its   teaching  and 
maintenance   staffs.      The   implementation   of   the   school   committee  de- 
cision  was   facillitated   by   the   fact   that   the   three   year   period  to 
the   present   during   the   first   two   years,    that   is   to   say   that  during 
the   first   two   years   after   the  decision,    the   grades   were   about  egual 
in  size. 


During   the   summer   of   1984,    population   shifts   showed  up   in  the 
enrollments   for   the   academic   year   1984-1985   causing   the   school  com- 
mittee  to   decide   to   have  multiple  grades   in   some   classes   and  two 
sections  of  other   grades.      The   second   session   of  the   first  qrade 
dramaticized   the   problem  by   causing   the   school   committee   to  have  to 
relocate   the   kindergarten.      Because   of  certain   building   laws   of  the 
Commonwealth   of  Massachusetts   regarding   public   health,    safety,  ac- 
cessability   and   finance,    the   school   committee   sought   suitable  space 
in  private   quarters   but   was   unsuccessful   in   implementing   its  de- 
cision.     Its   final   decision   regarding   space   for   the   classes  was  to 
temporarily   use   the   gymnasium   for   three   functions   with   the  ultimate 
decision   to  be  eliminating   the   shower   and   locker   rooms  which  had 
not   been  used   as   designed   for   about   ten  years. 

In  November   of   1984,    after   all   of   the   foregoing,    the  school 
committee   requested   of   the   Town   at   a   special   town  meeting   that  a 
committee  be   established   to   study   the   school   building  needs   of  the 
Town   and   to   report   to   a   Town  Meeting   with   its   recommendations  for 
future   educational   use   of   the   existing  buildings,    including  whether 
to   alter,    renovate,    or   to  construct   new  facilities. 

WORK   OF   THE   COMMITTEE:      The   School   Building   Needs   Committee  ^here- 
inafter  THE   COMMITTEE)   was   duly   appointed  by   the   Town  Moderator  and 
met   regularly   on   alternate  weeks   and  at   certain   additional  times. 
Its   meetings   consisted  of  studying   laws   relative   to   public  buildings 
on-site   inspections   of   all   school   department    facilities,  conferring 
with   superintendant   of  schools,    with   the   school   committee,    and  with 
the   School   Building  Assistance  Bureau.      The   COMMITTEE   was   also  gi- 
ven  the   advice   and  counsel   of   the  Building   Inspector,    the  Electri- 
cal   Inspector   and   the  new  Highway   Supt.,    who  has  much  experience  in 
the   installation  of  heating   systems   in   industrial   and  commercial 
situat  ions . 


RECOMMENDATIONS  OF  THE  COMMI 
concluded  that  the  Town  had  three 
resentatives  of  the  School  Buildi 
would  qualify    for   state  aid. 


T  TEE  :      The  COMMITTEE  deliberations 
major   alternatives  which   the  rep- 
ng  Assistance  Bureau  determined 
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Alternative  #1:     would  be   to  turn  over  to  the  Board  of  Select- 
men  the   Helen   E.    James   School   and   to   expand   the  Anne   T.  Dunphy 
School   by   adding  an  annex   off  the  present   classroom  wing   in  the 
direction  of  Petticoat   Hill   using   the  present   doorway  between 
two  of  the  classrooms   as   the   location  of  the  connecting  corridor. 

The  consequences  of  the   first   alternative  would  be  both  to  re- 
duce  the   playgrounds   of  the  Dunphy   School   by   about  one-third 
and   to  encumber   the   Town  with  massive   longterm  debt.  The 
COMMITTEE   rejected  Alternative  # 1  summarily. 

Alternative  #2:     would  be   to  convert   the  Anne   T.   Dunphy  School 
to   a   two-story   building  by   constructing  a  second  story  over 
the  present  structure. 

Alternative  //  2  would  probably  be  nearly  as  expensive  as  the 
first  alternative  to  build;  however,  the  second  alternative 
would  have   two  major  advantages: 

First,    the  playgrounds  would  not   be  affected  and  second, 

annual   energy   costs  would  be  much  less. 
Alternative  #2  was  not   rejected  by   vote  but   rather   by  implica- 
plication  of  the   vote   to   recommend  alternative  //  3  following 
to  the  town. 


Alternative  //  3  :     would  be   to   repair  or   to   replace  the  present 
roof  of  the   Anne   T.   Dunphy   Building   and  to  renovate  the  Helen 
E.    James  Building   so   that   it   conforms  with   all   laws  applicable 
to   school  buildings. 

The   COMMITTEE   has   determined   that   the  James  Building  needs  the 
following  major  work   either   before   students  may  be  re-intro- 
duced  to   the  building  or   as  on-going  capital   improvements  to 
be   undertaken   as   necessary   during  the  future: 

LAVATORIES:      the  present   toilets   are  inadequate. 
STAIRWELLS:      public   safety   laws   require  enclosure. 
HEATING:  a   new   heating   plant   with   univents  in 

the  classroom. 
ACCESS:  either   an  elevator  or  ramping. 

ACOUSTICS:        re-tile   the  ceilings   to  reduce  echoes. 
ROOFING:  roof  re-enforcement  or   re-design  to 

support   full  insulation. 
INSULATION:      fully   implement   certain   1978  recom- 
mendations . 

PROGRAMMING:    define   areas   in   the   James  Building  for 
not   only   instruction  but   also   for  re- 
creation,  meals,    and  library. 

In   support  of   its   recommendations,    the  COMMITTEE   voted  to  rec- 
ommend  to   the   Town  to   re-open   the  Helen  E.    James  School   for  aca- 
demic purposes.

The  studies  have  been  completed,  the  recommendations  made  and  1984  was  the  year 
for  educational  reform  consideration  throughout  the  Nation.     Massachusetts  has  al- 
ways taken  the  lead  in  providing  educational  leadership  and  in  1984  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Education  chaired  by  Senator  Gerard  D'Amico  and  Representative  James 
Collins,  introduced  House  Bill  5704,  an  education  reform  proposal  with  a  potential  for 
a  deep  and    wide-ranging  impact  on  public  schools  across  the  Commonwealth.  After 
months  of  debate  and  numerous  amendments  and  a  change  of  H.B.   5704  to  H.B.  6262, 
the  bill  was  not  acted  upon  during  the  1984  legislative  session  and  will  now  be 
re-introduced  for  the  1985  session. 

The  proposal  has  three  major  objectives:     first,  to  promote  equal  educational 
opportunity,  to  make  sure  that  all  children  across  the  Commonwealth  receive  a  high 
quality  education  no  matter  where  they  live;   second,     to  enhance  teaching  in  our 
public  schools  as  an  honored  and  attractive  profession;  and  third,  to  insure  per- 
formance through  accountability  from  all  parts  of  the  school  systems  -  students, 
teachers  and  administrators  at  the  state  and  local  levels. 

We  applaud  Governor  Dukakis  and  the  legislative  commitment  to  make  the  Common- 
wealth schools  the  best  in  the  nation.     There  is  no  question  of  our  support  for  the 
basic  concept  of  educational  reform.     However,  we  must  make  clear  to  ourselves  and 
the  political  leaders  just  what  educational  reforms  we  think  are  appropriate  for 
our  communities  and  our  State. 

As  we  approach  the  1985  legislative  session,  it  would  seem  wise  for  all  con- 
cerned, to  keep  in  mind  the  many  problems  we  have  experienced  providing  for  past 
State  mandated  programs.     A  responsible  educational  reform  must  be  based  upon  an 
affordable  financial  foundation  with  predictable  revenues  that  permit  schools  and 
communities  to  cooperatively  and  effectively  plan.

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FINANCE   COMMITTEE   ANNUAL    REPORT  1984 

The  Finance  Committee  meets  during  January   and  February   to  re- 
view budget  and  article  requests   from  town  officials  and  department 
heads.      The   committee   then   recommends   to   the   voters  what   they  feel 
necessary   to  maintain   the   town's  operation   in   a   conservative  manner. 
Meetings   are   also  held  during   the   year   to  consider   requests  for 
transfers   from   the  Reserve   Fund   to  meet   emergency   and  unforseen  ex- 
penses. 

The  Finance  Committee  will   be  meeting  to  consider   long  range 
capitol  costs.      This  effort   is  to  help  keep  the  tax   rate  stable 
and   insure   the   town's   buildings   and  equipment   remain   in  good  repair 
under   the  constraints   of  Proposition   2{ . 

One  meeting   this   year   was  devoted  to   learning   the  financial 
workings   of   town  government.      We   thank   Mr.    Satterfield,    Town  Ac- 
countant,   for   sharing   this   knowledge   with   the  members   of   the  Finance 
Committee . 

The  Finance  Committee  wishes   to   thank   the  department   heads  and 
elected  officials   for   their   cooperation   in  keeping   the   town's  bud- 
get  projections  within   the   confines   of  Proposition   2$.      We  also 
thank   the   Town  Accountant   and   the  Board  of  Selectmen   for   their  time 
and   input   at   our  meetings.
